Awful Culmination of the Strikes 
in Illinois— State Troops 
Called Out. 



Twenty at Least Killed and Double 
That Number Seriously 
Wounded. 



Virden, 111., Oct. 12— The arrival of 
the imported negro miners from the 
South at 12:30 to-day was followed by 
a desperate battle. Five hundred shots 
were exchanged between the strikers on 
one side, and Sheriff Davenport and his 
deputies and railroad police on the 
other. It is thought 20 men on both 
sides were killed and wounded. The 
best information is that 10 were killed, 
five fatally wounded and live seriously 
wounded. A Chicago & Alton special 
policeman was among the killed. His 
name is H. C. Kiley. 

When the train bearing the negroes 
arrived it was met by fully 1.500 armed 
miners, who were lined up on eajh side 
of the track. The train was stopped 
Immediately in front of the east gates 
Of the stockade, and the trouble began. 
Dozens of shots were fired from the 
stockades at the white men,, while the

■ Springfield, Ills., Oct. 12.— Governo: 
Tanner has received a telephone mes- 
sage from Sheriff Davenport at Virden 
that a light between the miners and 
those guarding the stockades is going 
on, and that 100 men have been killed. 
The governor ordered dipt. Craig, in 
command of Buttery B and the Sons of 
"\ etenine companies at Pann to proceed 
at once to Virden. Governor Tanner 
said: "I shall give- Capt. Craig, who 
will command the trooiis at. Virden, or- 
ders to suppress the riot, protect life and 
property', and not to allow imported 
laborers to be unloaded at that place 
since the mine owners have carried out 
their threats to precipitate this riot and 
bloodshed. 1 don't propose that they 
shall further disturb the peace of the 
state. The mine owners and managers 
are responsible for and guilty of the 
murder; they caused the conflict, and 
should be indicted by .the grand jury 
tor murder, as I believe they will be.'" 

St. Louis, Mo„ Oct. 12.— A special to 
the Post-Dispatch from Virden Ills., 
says that nine men on the train wore 
killed and 13 wounded. Ten miners 
were killed and 10 wounded. The train 
pulled out for the north, and the ears 
were shot full of holes. A reporter for 
11 Chicago paper was killed at the Chi- 
cago & Alton depot by a stray bullet. 
.T. I' 1 . Fister, manager of the company, 
was shot and trampled on by the min- 
ers. He cannot live. The miners are 
looking for the manager of the shaft, 
who has hidden.

Not 
a cent, however, was found in the 
treasury. 

Washington, Oct. 12— Secretary Alger 
will recommend to congress that the 
existing railroad system in Cube be ex- 
tended so as to form a line running di- 
rectly from Cape Maysi, at the east end 
of the island, to Cape Antonio, at the 
western extremity.

Presbyterian Visitor Reports Liquor 
Traffic and Sabbaths Riotously 
Free in This Province. 

Toronto, Oct. 12— (Specinl)— At 
meeting of the sub-committee on home 
inisisons of the Presbyterian church in 
Canada, the following claims for the 
past half year were considered in de 
tail and passed, for Western presbyter- 
ies: Portage la Prairie, $757; Brandon, 
$2-15; Keginn. §2.545; Calgary, $199.50; 
lDdmonton, $2,155; Kamloops, $2,233.75; 
Westminster, $745; Victoria, $638. Th 
total amount of the claims allowed was 
$29,509.08. 

Rev. C. W. Gordon presented a very 
gratifying report regarding the missions 
in British Columbia, which he has re- 
cently visited, but complained that the 
liquor traffic was allowed most riotous 
freedom, in striking contrast with the 
conditions under which it is carried on 
in the Territories. In the same wa; 
Sabbath desecration was very wide 
spread and shameless all through th 
province and it was becoming a question 
"whether our best traditions are to be 
preserved and our moral and religious 
life be upheld in British Columbia or 
are we to drift away in such conditions 
as prevail south of the border?" 

HAWAII NEEDS NO LABOR. 

Honolulu Masons Warn Their Brethren 
That Chances of Employment 
There Are Slim. 

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 12.— Grand 
Secretary Hemstead, of the Arkansas 
grand lodge, has made public a circular 
letter sent out to the Masonic fraternity 
by the Masonic lodge at Honolulu, II 
wailan islands. The Masons have de- 
cided to make the letter public for the 
benefit of all concerned. It says in part 

"To Masonic brethren everywhere: 
Greeting:— In view of the fact that the 
recent annexation of the Hawaiian is- 
lands by the United States has drawn 
the attention of the public, more especi- 
ally the people of the Pacific Coast, to 
this group: and in view also of the (ait 
that many people know but little about 
Hawaii, except from information glean 
ed from sensational newspaper articles 
it is reasonable to suppose that large 
numbers of unemployed will desire 
rush to what they believe to be it new 
country with a fine climate, rich soil, 
sparse population and large tracts lying 
idle and only awaiting ownership by 
possession of the first newcomer. T 
influx of strangers has already begun; 
and while no, doubt the experience of 
many disappointed seekers of employ- 
ment will find expression in the news- 
papers of the Coast and elsewhere at 
early date (and perhaps deter intending 
immigrants from making a leap in the 
dark) still the several fraternal societies 
of Honolulu deem it their duty to sound 
a note of warning to their brethren in 
the hope that touch suffering and dis 
appoint meat may be avoided. To that 
end Hawaiian lodge No. 1, A. P. & A. 
M., appoints a committee to communi- 
cate with the Masonic grand lodge, re 
spectfully petitioning them to advise 
brethren of the slate of affairs nt the 
islands and warn them that there is 
little opportunity for those who, being 
unemployed, are seeking a livelihood. 
Skilled workmen of all classes already 
far exceed the demand, many arriving at 
Honolulu only to meet with distress."

He 
says the output from Atlin this season 
wi'll be $100,000. It is a country of 
nuggets, $20 and $30 chunks of yellow 
metal being numerous and $15 nuggets 
very common. All the gold is coarse, 
Only one-eighth of the claims have beet 
worked and fourteen creeks in the dis 
trict have proved rich, Pine, Spruce, 
Birch. Muskett and Wright being rich- 
est; $1,000 was taken out of one claim 
on Wright creek in four days. The 
country has been simply run over. 

The gold averages from 10 cents to $3 
per pan. Some men have made $200 a 
day. Only 500 will winter at Pine creek 
as the district is a summer diggings 

Several splendid free milling strikes 
have been made.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN SAILS. 

Colonial Secretary Returns Home With- 
out Visiting the West— A Parting 
Interview. 

New York, Oct. 12.— Mr. Chamberlain, 
the British secretary of state for the 
colonies, with his wife and daughter, 
who have been visiting the Endicotts in 
Massachusetts, sailed for England to- 
day, on board the While Star liner Ma- 
jest ic. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that until he had 
conferred with the Governor of Jamaica 
he could not discuss the troubles exist- 
ing in the West Indies. Ho said that 
his vacation has been a. very pleasant 
cue and that, he was sorry lie had been 
unable to mnko a tour of the West as 
he had intended. 

Asked if he trought Marchand to b( 
simply an irresponsible French adven 
hirer of the same type as Jameson, Mr. 
Chamberlain sa'ub that from the cable 
grams he had read in the American 
newspapers he did not think so, because, 
according to these despatches the French 
government seems to have acknowledged 
him. "If the cablegrams are correct," 
he added, "then Marchand is a French 
agent. I will find that out: definitely 
when I get back to England." 

Before the steamer sailed Mr 1 . Cham- 
berlain said that the news that Great 
Britain intended a radical change in its 
foreign policy may be true, but that he 
knew nothing about such an important 
move and that he is inclined to doubt the 
accuracy of the report. 



KOREAN BARBARIANS. 

Conspiralors Hanged and Mutilated 
Bodies Dragged Through Streets 
—The Lash for a Woman. 

Yokohama, Oct. 12.— According to ad- 
vices received here from Seoul, the capi- 
tal of Korea, Kim Hong Niuk and two 
Other men who nro said to have been 
engaged in (lie conspiracy to poison the 
Emperor, were hanged in prison on Oc- 
tober 10. It is further said that the 
populace afterwards secured the bodies, 
disgracefully mutilated them mid drag- 
ged them about the streets. They are 
now reported to be lying in (he prison 
j-nrd. 

The wife of Kim Hong Niuk has been 
. .'iitenced to three years' imprisonment 
nnd to receive J00 lashes. 



Virden, 111., Oct. 12.-The little town 
of Virden is comparatively quiet to- 
night, after a day of riot and blood- 
shed, the long expected clash between 
union miners and imported negroes. 

A Chicago & Alton special train bear- 
ing 200 negro miners from the South 
arrived at 12:05 p. m. at the stockade 
around the Chicago- Virden coal com- 
pany's mines, and immediately the firing 
began. The list of casualties at 10 
o'clock to-night stands seven deaths and 
IS wounded. It is said that six men 
were wounded inside the stockade, but 
this has not been verified, and those in- 
side refuse to communicate witli out- 
sideis. 

For the past two weeks rumors have 
reached Virden that negroes from Ala- 
banui would reach the city, and the 
Chicago & Alton depot has been sur- 
rounded day and night by vigilant 
miners determinedly awaiting their ar- 
rival. 

To-day the Chicago & Alton train Cue 
to pass here at 1U o'clock passed, dis- 
playing flags on the rear, indicating that 
a special was following. Immediately 
the word was spread, and a dense crowd 
of miners lined the station platform. 
Crowds collected at the entrance of the 
stockade, a half mile north of the sta- 
tion. D. B. Riley, a Chicago it Alton 
detective, stood guard at a switch at 
the south end of the station platform, to 
see thill it was not tampered with. 

At 12:40 the special train passed the 
station, iiT'l sfg!);jl shots were fired from 
the south end 6* tbp town, announcing 
the special's arrival. Immediately shots 
were fired from the mo7 ul K "'a'"- u " d 
outside the battle began. 

A few moments after the train 
passed the switch where Riley waJ 
stationed, and while he was talking with 
two citizens, he threw up his hands and 
dropped dead, with a bullet through his 
bruin. He was the first man killed. 

The train continued to the stockade, 
the miners firing into it all along the 
route, and the negro passengers return- 
ing the lire. The moment the train 
reached the stockade, the miners opened 
a desperate lire with Winchesters, re- 
volvers and firearms of all kinds. The 
negroes on the train answered with £ 
steady fire. The miners and fn0 { rn \ u 
were enveloped in a elOud of smoke, nnd 
the shooting sounded like a continuous 
volley. 

Engineer Burttlgnr received a bullet 
in the arm, and dropped from his seat. 
His fireman seized the throttle, pulled 
it open with a jerk, and the train was 
under speed, carrying a load of wounded 
negro passengers, to Springfield. 

How many were wounded is not 
known. The train stopped at the stock- 
ade but two minutes. Its departure did 
not cause the tiring to cease. The tower 
of the stockade was filled with sharp- 
shooters armed with Winchesters, and 
they kept a steady lire into the crowd 
of union miners. Witnesses sav the 
dead miners were killed after the' train 
had departed.

The threatened up- 
rising of the Maroons is said to be the 
cause of Governor Hemming' s hasty 
trip to England. The situation on the 
island, according to the latest reports, 
is growing very serious. 

SWELL HOTEL BURNED. 

Tncoma,' Oct. 12.— The Tourist hotel, 
under construction by the Northern 
Pacific Land Co., was burned last night. 
There hud been expended on the struc- 
ture up to date $b'00,000, upon which 
there was no insurance. It was the 
purpose of the land company to make 
this one of the finest hotels in the coun- 
try and the cost, when completed, would 
be about $1,000,000. 

CUBAN HEALTH RESORT. 

Santiago de Cuba, Oct. 12.— Generals 
Luwton and Wood are seriously con- 
sidering the advisability of establishing 
quarantine against vessels coming here 
from infected ports, as they claim, for 
its size, Santiago de Cuba is one of the 
healthiest ports in the West Indies. 
There is absolutely no yellow fever, and 
the calentura fever is under complete 
control, and General Lawton does not 
think it right to have his healthy men 
subjected to contagion from strangers 
coming from infected ports. 

MODEL SOLDIERS. 

Hnntsville, Ala:, Oct. 1_.— The Tenth 
cavalry (colored; arrived from Montauk 
yesterday, and had not been off the 
train an hour before some of its mem- 
bers became involved in a difficulty with 
the provost guard. One man was killed 
and five wounded, two fatally. 

THE PARIS STRIKES. 

Paris, Oct. 12.— The committee of rail- 
road men, it. was announced to-day, 
turns out to be equally divided for and 
against taking part in the strike. This 
practical disagreement has di.ssatislied 
the -strikers, many of whom are now 
disposed to resume work. A number 
of works were re opened this morning. 
Three thousand strikers resumed work 
yesterday. There is much discontent 
over the indifference of the leaders to- 
wards the strikers. The former do not 
furnish strike money to the men, but 
only give them soup tickets. The 
troops are less in evidence on the streets 
to-day, although 211,000 of them are 
still under anus, expressly to protect 
the men willing to work.

proclamation proroguing the legislature. 
'The point was only brought out in the 
papers yesterday morning and both the 
Mail and World published vigorous edi- 
torials attacking Premier Hardy for pro- 
ceeding with elections contrary to law, 
as the session of the house was merely 
adjourned and not prorogued. 

THE FIGARO ENTERTAINS. 

Peace Commissioners nnd Representa- 
tives of Best Paris Society at a 
Notable" Performance. 

Paris, Oct. 12.— The pence commission 
at 5 o'clock to-day engaged in its lirst 
function outside of purely diplomatic 
relations. The Figaro, at the hull of 
its building, entertained the members 
of both commissions with a stage per- 
formance, in which Coquelin, Loie Ful- 
ler and others took part, and which 
was witnessed by the Spanish ambas- 
sador, Senor Leon y Castillo; the United 
States ambassador, General Horace 
Porter, and about 200 representatives 
of the best Paris society, as well as 
the members of both peace commissions. 
The occasion was informal and pleas- 
ing, being similar to several such enter- 
tainments given annually by the Figaro 
to notable persons. 





EMPEROR WILLIAM'S HOLIDAY. 

The Tarty Set Out From Berlin— Great 
Reception Prepared at Con- 
stantinople. 

Berlin, Oct. 12.— The Emperor and 
Empress of Germany started at 9 o'clock 
this morning on their journey to the 
Holy Land. They go direct to Constan- 
tinople and from there to Palestine. The 
imperial party is accompanied by a body 
of gens d'ormes and eighteen equarries. 
The gens d'armes have been taught pho- 
tography, and by the Emperor's orden 
will photograph everything of interest 
There are 110 trunks in the baggage 
cars, many of them of immense size, 
containing the ball dresses of the Em- 
press. One enormous box, which does 
not leave the Emperor's vicinity, is 
charge of a high functionary, 'it con- 
tains valuable gifts, diamond articles 
for Oriental officials, valued at 4,000,000 
marks. Only six horses were taken; 
they were for the Emperor's personal 
use. The Sultan of Turkey bought 3(1 
carriage horses in Berlin for the use of 
the Empress of Germany and her suite. 
The Sultan also bought in Berlin all the 
uniforms and weapons needed for the 
ceremonies.

Victorians Will Go Over for the Turning 
of the First Sod. 

Mr. Charles M. Kent, of the Port

ing of the first sod of the Port Angeles 
& Eastern railway, this great event be- 
ing set for some time about the end of 
the present month.

'heels of the surveyors. The line will 
.extend some 35 or -10 miles to Port Dis-

Hie Port Townsend Southern to Olyin- 
pia, where the main line of the Southern 
Pacific is tapped. The new short line 
will traverse an exceptionally fertile ag- 
ricultural district, and, at the same time 
give Angeles a strong • pro-eminence in 
the shipping trade of Paget Sound. In- 
cidentally Mr. Kent will, during his visit, 
endeavor to show conclusively, to Vic- 
torians how their spiritual and moral 
welfare will be advanced by reading the 
Tribune-Times.

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THE YUKON CHARGES. 

Mr: IT. S. White, of Router's service, 
is alleged in an Ottawa despatch to have 
said that he has been misrepresented by 
the Colonist. Mr. White can hardly 
have made any such statement. Every- 
thing which the Colonist represented 
Mr. White as having said appeared 
over his own signature, and in the form 
of letters from Dawson sent by him 
to Hie Colonist, under a contract with 
this paper. The last night Mr. White 
was in Victoria, lie remained in the 
Colonist office until midnight, and in a 
conference lasting upwards of two hours 
lie elaborated the points made in his let- 
ters, condemning the Yukon adminis- 
tration in the severest terms. Under 
these circumstances, we are not dis- 
posed to accept any telegraphic repudia- 
tion of his letters, which it would lie 
useless for him or any one to make, foi 
the letters are available at any time by 
any one who desires to form an opinion 
of their genuineness. We make this 
statement without wishing to be under- 
stood as at all reflecting upon Mr. 
White, but simply in reply to the state- 
ment in the Times. 



THE QUEBEC CONFERENCE. 

The Montreal Star of the Oth inst. 
had it Quebec despatch which purported 
to give a resume of what had up to that 
time been accomplished by tin- Anglo 
American conference, in giving a sum 
uiary of what tile Star says, we wisli 
to remind readers that nothing ollicial 
has yet been given out by the conferenci 
and, therefore, nothing must lie accept 
ed as certain in regard to the outcome 
of Us deliberations. 

It is said to be doubtful if the scnlin, 
(luestion is settled on any basis, as the 
grounds of difference are so great that 
an equitable compromise seems unlikely, 
The Atlantic fisheries will, it is said, hi 
settled, so that Canada will have access 
to the United States market with fresh 
Jish, and the United States will have 
j 'the privilege of buying bait and trans 
I -shipping Ash in bond. Newfoundland b 
to be included in this arrangement. Tin 
Alaskan boundary question will not b( 
Dtfjustecl unless arrangements can be 
made for the free' transportation of 



'Canadian goods into the Yukon. A 
-.perpetual treaty granting the people of 
•each country bonding privileges for 
goods in transit through the territory of 
the other is probable. Some progress 
'has been made in the direction of a reci- 
jproeity treaty. The following paragraph 
we quote entire, without expressing any 
'opinion as to what it means: "Senator 
Fairbanks and Congressman Dingley 
Jiave both expressed themselves as de- 
termined that Americans shall share in 
I the era of prosperity now dawning upon 
the Pacific province." All questions 
arising out of the navigation of the 
.great lakes and the Canadian canals are 
likely to be adjusted on a basis mutually 
satisfactory. 

If this is anything like a fair forecast 
of the work of the commission, there is 
:i probability that Us results will give 
. very general satisfaction, hut as any 
arrangement made will have to run the 
gauntlet of the United States senate, no 
one should feel too sanguine of the 
I final outcome.

THE NORTHERN MAIL. 

We print a letter from Mr. Mike King 
complaining of the mail service to Lake 
Bennett and points beyond. Mr. King is 
an old and well-known resident of Vic- 
toria, and those who know him will con 
cede that lie is not: likely to overdraw 
any case which he makes out for publi 
cation. His letter speaks or an uncer 
tain mail service and of accumulation of 
mail matter between Victoria and Daw 
son. 'Phis should be looked into at tin 
earliest possible moment by the postal 
authorities. There is not so much 
glory in this sort of work- us there is in 
figuring in connection with cheaper 0C( 
postage, but, the people of the Yul 
pay pretty handsomely per head into the 
revenue and are entitled to have their 
wants provided for. as far as can be 
done. 

East winter no one complained. Tin' 
difficulties in the way of transportation 
were enormous and the whole situation 
was so new that no one understood how 
to deal with it. Hut this excuse no 
longer holds good. There are regular 
channels of communication over which 
passengers, freight and express matter 
can be sent expeditiously and with regu- 
larity, and we see no reason why mail 
matter cannot be handled in the same 
way.' Mr. King's letter is dated Septem 



Victoria in ten days, it seems strange 
that nearly a moutb should be needed 
to get the mail out. We urge the post 
office department to give its immediate 
attention to the proper transmission of 
the Northern mails, The people in that 
part of Canada have the right to every 
possible consideration in their isolation. 

DEVELOPMENT OF POLICY. 

The Toronto Globe pleads for higher 
politics than Canada usually has to 
bear, an aspiration in which all good citi- 
zens will join. But when it goes fur- 
ther and suggests that Sir Charles Tup- 
per and Mr. Foster should nnnounce 
whore they stand on certain questions, 
which it propounds, it abandons the 
arena of politics and gets into that of 
the debating school. The lenders of an 
opposition have no reason to avow their 
position upon mooted questions. In this 
particular there is a difference between 
Canadian and United States politics. 
In the latter country there is no govern- 
ment, as we understand the expression 
here when we talk politics. The adminis- 
tration may or may not frame the policy 
of the nation. It would be easy to cite 
from the recent history of that country 
many instances in which the avowed pol- 
icy of the administration has been frus- 
trated by Congress. Nothing like that 
could occur in Canada, without being fol- 
lowed by a resignation of the ministry. 
Polities in the United States are evolved 
in tin' party conventions. In Canada we 
look to the government of the day for 
the development of the lines which the 
country will follow. In almost every in- 
stance in which n party in opposition 
has attempted to define its policy, it has 
made a mistake. It was in obedience 
to the obligation thus created that Sir 
Wilfred Laurier felt compelled to submit 
the prohibition plebiscite to the people, 
a step which every one now concede? 
was useless. The Globe, in the same is 
sue us that in which it makes the ubovt 
pica, quotes the Liberal tariff plank at 
adopted at the Ottawa convention. Our 
contemporary makes an effort to show 
that this plank has determined the fiscal 
policy of the party since it came into 
power, but it is a very perfunctory one, 
and after reading it one is forced to the 
conclusion that the Globe would feel 
vastly more comfortable if that plank 
had not been formulated. We do not 
say that on the eve of an election, a 
party may not properly define its p 
tlon mioa some acute Issue. It ought to 
do so. What we hold is that the adop- 
tion of academic declarations upon mut- 
ters of public policy is a mistake, from 
which every political party has suffered 
We should be sorry to see the Conserv- 
ative party make the blunder of dchnin 
its position on issues which have not yet 
arisen, .and it is unreasonable for th 
government papers to ask it to do so. 
The duty of developing a policy for Can- 
ada rests for the time being upon Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and bis colleagues. It 
by no means follows that, the Conscrv 
atives will oppose everything which the 
ministry may submit. Some of tin 
points on which the Globe nsks for in- 
formation as to the position of Sir 
Charles and Mr. Foster, are the opening 
of the Yukon by rail and telegraph, the 
creation of a railway commission, the 
improvement of Canada's internal ave- 
nues of traffic, the collection of royalties 
in the Yukon. Probably no one in Can- 
ada will answer in the negative to an 
academic question as to whether be fav- 
ors these things. When the several ques- 
tions are taken into the arena of actual 
politics, and legislation is attempted in 
regard to them, differences of opinion are 
likely to rise. Take the question; Arc 
you in favor of a railway couimisiiou? 
How can the Globe expect a public man 
to answer such a question until he 
knows what sort of a commission the 
Globe has in mind, what it* powers are 
to bo, what the expense Attending it is 
likely to amount to, add wfilil benefits 
are expected to be derived from it. 
When the government brings down its 
plan for a railway commission it will 
be time enough to ask Conservatives 
whether or not they are in favor or it. 
So as to the other questions. Before 
anyone ought to be asked to define his 
position in regard to them, they should 
be reduced from the abstract to the con- 
crete. By all means let us elevate pol- 
itics, but let us choose some other level 
than Unit of the debating society.

Who will undertake this work? We 
repeat that it is a. task that calls for 
leisure, and discrimination. If well done, 
it would be of priceless value as an 
educator of Canadian youth. It would 
be profitable from a financial point of 
view, for it would doubtless be made a 
textbook in the schools of all the prov- 
inces.

A Yukon Commission of Enquiry is 
foreshadowed. Mr. Joe Martin has, it 
seems, demanded the head of his sup- 
nlanter, Mr. Sifton, and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier finds it uwkward to refuse. In 
}.i *} lort t,vo years since the Hon. 
Joe" darkly promised the young Na- 
poleon that they two should meet again, 
there have been some strange ups and 
downs in fortune. Then they were just 
fresh from Sir Wilfrid Lauder's sec- 
tional campaign, at the Manitoba end 
of which both had done yeoman's ser- 
vice. That end, in fact, Mr. Grcenway 
had made the tactical point of the 
whole contest. The stumpers detailet 
there bad to maintain with the utmost 
vehemence that Sir Wilfrid would not 
interfere with the .Manitoba school 
legislation, while he nnd his lieutenants 
were declaring in Quebec (hat he would 
go farther than the Remedial bill went 
to cfticede the rights claimed by the 
minority. Mr. Martin and Mr. Sifton 
laboured zealously, each in his o,,n 
way, to carry out the programme of 
duplicity and to fan religious strife. 
But though Mr. Martin helped his lead- 
er powerfully, he was not able to get 
himself elected in Winnipeg. His de- 
feat gave his old comrades-in-arms' the 
opportunity they wanted to knife him. 
For a time he was kept in suspense. 
Manitoba needed a representative in 
the Cabinet, and for months the 
Department of the Interior was kept 
without a head waiting for a man to 
he called from there. "Joe" was the 
logical candidate for the portfolio, but 
.Mr. Greenwny, the strategist to whom 
Sir Wilfrid owes everything, was the 
man who had the naming to that politi- 
cal benefice. The Manitoba Premier 
may or may not have had his own rea- 
sons for being prejudiced against Mr. 
Martin; those member)) of Sir Wilfrid's 
Cabinet Who had managed the Quebec 
brunch Of the campaign may or may not 
have objected to sitting in Council with 
the hero of the Manitoba branch of it: 
It may or may not have been true that 
sundry ministers thought "Joe" too 
rough a diamond to rub shoulders with. 
Certain it is, "Fighting Joe" saw the 
berth pulled away from him by his erst- 
while comrade, whose supple hands were 
busy with the wires while the veteran 
wafl waiting for the office to come to 
him, Mr. Sifton went to Ottawa on a 
triumphal car and Mr. Martin withdrew 
to Vancouver.

But the mnprniiwlc of the deal, 
the secrecy with which it hail been en- 
gineered, and the desperate efforts made 
to put it through Parliament, indicated 
the presence of a new and portentous 
Influence in our polities. Baffled in his 
attempt to dispose of the ore lands with- 
out tender, he turned his attention next 
to the river beds, and here dredging con- 
cessions were acquired by Chevalier 
Drolot, the Merciers, and others, for 
nominal sums. Out of -these grants cer- 
tain of the political favorites are said 
to have made large fortlunes by selling 
out. Then we had the Yukon bill, giv- 
ing the Minister of the Interior undue 
powers. In time developed the, scandal- 
ous reports of (he wrong doing of many 
of Mr. Sifton's officials in the Yukon. 
United States newspapers on the Paci- 
fic coast were filled with stories of cor- 
ruption. Similar stories were published 
in the British press. Mr. H. S. White. 
Renter's commissioner to Dawson City, 
gives a very damaging account of how 
things are done in the gold branch, re- 
ferences to "friends," "tips," "inside in- 
formation," and the "side door" beimr 
unpleasantly prominent in it. Now, of 
all tne provinces, British Columbia is 
most closely interested in the Yukon. Its 
commercial interests in that country nre 
great. Hence, the British Columbia peo- 
ple want, the district properly adminis- 
tered: they fear that the reports of of- 
ficial wrong-doing may put a stop to im- 
migration thither: they want a proper 
transportation system: they have been 
irritated more than once at the govern- 
ment's preference for United States 
steamship lines; they were highly exas- 
perated by Mr. Sifton's failure to make 
a proper arrangement with the United 
States for the bonding of goods over the 
passes. Now Mr. Mnrtln is n member 
or the British Columbia government, 
and in the name of (he province, it is 
understood, he has called upon Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier to appoint a commission to 
Investigate the reports respecting official 
Irregularities. This probably means Mr. 
Sifton's retirement. Time brings si range 
revenges.

The letter had been shown to Miss 
■Cameron, the principal, and she replied 
that the drills were conducted under th 
physical instructor, who was invariably 
considerate of the children*. She never 
Icnew of a drill being conducted in flu 
'vain. The children were not sent out 
on wet days. 

Mrs. Jenkins understood that the 
casion complained of was not a regular 
drill, but when the children were belli; 
lined up to march into the school. 

Trustee McMicldng said the principal 
■was burjclng the question. The children 
vero not drilled in the rain, but wen 
lined up preparatory to be marched in 
after recess, and a great deal of time 
was spent in getting the children in line. 
"During the time thus spent the teachers 
were under' the verandah and in the 
doors, out of the rain. It was the first 
rain of the season and the children hav- 
inir their summer clothes on they were 
•wot through and spent the afternoon in 
.their wet clothes. 
"Trustee Belyea had heard the complaint 
and he pointed out that the physical in- 
structor had nothing to do with the drill 
complained of. 

' The loiters were received and filed, th 
■understanding being that hereafter th 
•children shall not lie drilled in the rain. 

Miss Cameron asked for glass case 
for the natural history collection of the 
South. Park school. 

Trustee Hall pointed out that thet 
wore no funds for (he purpose and Trus- 
tee Belvea added that the teachers am 
pupils liad access to the best natural 
history collection in the province in th 
provincial museum. The teachers and 
pupils should be discouraged from spend- 
ing their time anil money on. a collection 
that must be inferior. 

Mrs. Grant and Trustee Marchnnti felt 
'that the collection should be encouraged, 
although they could not see their way 
to recommending an expenditure at pre 
sent. 

' The letter was received and filed. 

Mrs. Biley. janitor of the Hillside 
school, asked for an increase of sal- 
'lary and some supplies and repairs. This 
•was referred to the supply, finance and 
■alterations committee. 

A petition was received from residents 
•inT 'Yiotoria West asking that Mr. T). 
Tnif be not removed from the "Vlctorifi 
'West school. 

'"The petition was received and filed. 

"Miss Powell acknowledged her ap- 
pointment to the teaching staff and two 

applications were received for positions. 
The monthly report showed that the 

average daily .attendance of pupils was 

2.1S8.2S; average actual attendance, 
•2.1(!7.'17; pupils actually attending, 



2,427: average per teacher, 59.73. This 
is an increase in attendance of 130 over 
August and 175 over the same month 
lust year. 

Trustee Hail said complaint had been 
made that damage had been done to the 
gymnasium by concerts and lectures be- 
ing held there, no permission having 
been granted. 

The members of the board wore of 
opinion that the concerts may he held, 
but permission should be obtained from 
the committee. 

During a discussion on the monthly 
reports of teachers Trustee Belyea said 
there had been complaints of a certain 
principal demanding the reports from the 
teachers five minutes after the close of 
school hours, whereas the regulations al- 
lowed three days. He thought it was 
another arbitrary display of authority 
by the principal referred to toward cer- 
tain teachers. 

Superintendent Eaton, at the request 
of the teaching staff of the High School, 
suggested that the hours at that school 
should not be decreased during the win- 
ter months, it being left to the discretion 
of the school board by the regulations. 
The suggestion was adopted. 
Trustee Merchant said he had received 
a complaint regarding the Spring Bldge 
school and at his suggestion the super- 
intendent will look into the matter and 
port. 

Superintendent: Eaton suggested that 
the eyesight of the pupils be tested by 
the teachers and ho was instructed to 
inaugurate a very simple system. 

Trustee Hall also wanted the mouths 
of the pupils examined, pointing out the 
langor of children with good teetli 
drinking out of tho same cups as used 
by children with bad teetli. 

Trustee Belyea stated that the legis- 
lative committee were not yet prepared 
to report on the duties of the sunerinten- 
dent and the unpleasantness at the South 
Park school. 

Trustee McMicking had a few words 
to sav on corporal punishment. While 
not wishing to all together take away 
the right, to administer corporal punish- 
ment, he thought it should be properly 
supervised. It might be well to have the 
teacher who ordered tho punishment ad- 
minister it instead of sending the pupil 
through the school to the principal. 

At the suggestion of Trustee Marehant 
the matter of having slate blackboards 
placed in the schools was referred to the 
alterations committee to report as to 
the cost. 
The board adjourned at 10 p.m.

CAUGHT BY THE CAMERA. 

Criminals Often Brought, to Justice by 
Accidental Photography. 

By both accident and intention, on 
numerous occasions, the art of the pho- 
tographer has proved of immense util- 
ity in compassing the conviction Of 
criminals. 

An amateur photographer in Chicago 
city cunningly concealed an dutimntic 
camera in the tapestried wall of his 
drawing room for the purpose of secur- 
ing some reliable evidence as to 
the behavior of certain members of his 
household during his absence from 
home. One moonlight night a burglar 
broke into the house by way of the 
apartment mentioned. In so doing he 
disturbed the spring which set the hid- 
den machinery in niotion, and left an 
excellent phoTO of himself upon the 
faithful camera, which, when pTodneed 
in court, secured his speedy conviction. 

In another instance, a man who mur- 
dered his mother was arrested by the 
operation of the omniscient camera. The 
dreadful deed was committed in a forest 
where a student of photography was at 
work. A particularly pretty gleii was so 
admired by the artists that he 
took three copies of the scene. One of 
thee when duly developed and enlarged 
portrayed the details of the terrible 
tragedy, and by Us aid the culprit was 
grought to justice. 

During the jubilee celebrations a well 
known photographer in London took a 
number of street scenes of historic in- 
terest. In one of these pictures where 
a vast concourse of people were assemb- 
led near St. Paul's cathedral, the earner 
led near St Paul's cathedral, the cam- 
era revealed a pickpocket in tho very act 
of plying his peculiar profession. An 
old detective, who afterwards inspected 
the photograph, said that be knew the 
man well. lie was badly "wanted" for 
frauds committed on the continent, but, 
the Officers were not aware that he was 
in London. A week later he was ar- 
rested. 

A simp-shot at: a summer crowd on 
tho sands at Margate came out so clear- 
ly that the knight of the camera showed 
it witli satisfaction to a number of his 
friends. Among those was a Scotland 
Yard officer, who discovered among the 
mass of faces the familiar features of a 
man whom lie hud been hunting for 
months. Taking the next train to Mar- 
gate he haunted the beaches until ho 
sighted tin; fugitive and effected his ar- 
rest. 

A Portsmouth photographer paid a 
professional visit to a large garden par- 
ty at, Soiithsea, where he took a group 
of fashionable visitors with salient suc- 
cess. During the process of developnien 
cess. During the process of development 
ho observed that in the holly hedge be- 
hind the group a rather > repulsive hu- 
man face appeared. A fortnight later a 
lady purchaser of one of these photo- 
graphs made the same singular dis- 
covery, and averred that the face re- 
sembled that of a man who had made 
a futile attempt to rob their house a few 
weeks prior to the". party. The matter 
being menlioned to the police the district 
was scoured, and the man— who was an 
old offender— was arrested and impris- 
oned. 

An Irish housebreaker in Belfast, evi- 
dently Ignorant concerning the cliarnc- 
fcro of the camera, found hjs way one 
night into a photographer's studio, on 
burglarious thoughts intent, when a 
large photographic apparatus attracted 
his attention. More by accident than 
design, the camera had been left ready 
for use, and the artless manipulation of 
the' machinery by the curious thief ac- 
tually produced a picture of himoslf, 
which was afterward employed to bring 
about his conviction. 



Cottage I ity Arrives With a Light 
Passriiger List-A Submar- 
ine Eruption.

The British ship Celtic Monarch, 
which has been in the Royal Beads for 
a month or more, lias been chartered to 
load either tlour or grain cargo for the 
United Kingdom.

A fog came on later 
in tin; day, and, Betting in thick, com- 
pletely shut off from view all the ship's 
surroundings. Availing himself of this, 
it is thought, tiie apprentice made his 
escape. Towards evening the captain' 
had the vessel searched, and then dis- 
covering that the raft too was missing, 
sent boats out to investigate. All that 
was found was the raft, and this was 
[licked up at the mouth of the harbor.

A great deal of mining work is now 
being done on Toxaila, and tho vnrio«»- 
properties being worked are all showing; 
up well. The Van Anda shaft is now 
down 2,'55 feet, and drifts are now being- 
run, and ten tons a day of -fine boniitc 
copper ore iH being raised. The Marble- 
Bay mine is being worked vigorously, 
twenty-four men being employed. The 
shaft is ilowu 105 feet, anil a cross-cut 
at the 100-foot level showed up a body 
of rich ore over twenty feet wide. A 
steam hoist is now being erected, and a 
compressor plant has been ordered from 
the East. The Standard Oil .people*, 
owners of the Everett smelter, have got 
control of some properties near the 
Raven mine, and have twenty men. at 
work, and they are opening up a hirgt)- 
vein of copper ore. The Union Iron 
Works of Sun .Francisco have a large 
force of men opening up their copper* 
and iron mines on Texada, near Daview 
bay, and they have a tremendous body 
of copper and iron ore in night. A large 
lime kiln is being put up at Marble Hay, 
capable of turning out H.OOO bnrrols F 
lime a month. The limestone is of ni 
very high quality, containing only ni 
trace of silica. The marble quarries on 
Texnda are also being opened up, and 
200 tons of marble in dimension blocks 
wns shipped last week to Vancouver, 
and it is now in Mr. .Bradbury's stone 
yard to be sawn up. There are now over 
Oct20j;j00 people on Texnda working at the 
Nov. 17 mines and quarries, and all up the coast 
a vast amount of work is being done. At 
Shoal Kay, the Dorothy Morton mine 
is working eighty men, nnd several eon- 
tracts have been let in that neighbor- 
hood lately for shafts and tunnels on 
other properties. A good deal of com- 
plaint is heard because of the poor steam- 
boat facilities between Victoria, Van- 
couver and Shoal Bay and intermediate 
points. The only regular boat for these 
ports leaves Vancouver twice a. week, 
and is not half large enough for the 
trade. Victoria will lose all this northern 
trade if there is not a good boat put ort 
this route from Victoria at nn early date.

DEMANDING PROHIBITION. 

Eastern Organizations insist That Govern- 
ment Shnll Take Action on the 
Plebiscite. 

Toronto, Oct. 4.— The executive of the 
Dominion Alliance met to-day for the first 
time sinco the plebiscite. Dr. J. J. Mnc- 
Lnron occupied the chair, and there were 
representatives present from Montreal 
KoufiQB, Hamilton, etc. After a full con- 
sideration of the situation . the followlng; 
resolutlons were passed; 

The Dominion Alliance executive com. 
mlttee desires to express . Its satisfaction, 
at the victory achieved on September 20, 
in the recording of so substantial a ma- 
jority In favor of the total prohibition of tho- 
trallfc In intoxicating beverages, nnd Is 
specially gratified to find In favor of such- 
legislation, not merely a strong ranjorlty, 
of voters, but a large majority of all the- 
constituencies represented In parliament, 
and seven out of the eight provinces of 
the Dominion. 

This meeting desires to acknowledge wlth> 
much pleasure the many congratulations 
received In view of their victory, mani- 
festing ns they do the widespread Interest 
taken In the recent campaign, and the sat- 
isfaction with which the friends of moral 
leform in different countries hnll the fact 
that the people of the Dominion of Oannda 
are resolved to rid their country of the 
wrong and shame of legislation sustaining 
the liquor trnllie. 

That the secretary be instructed to write 
Immediately to the different provincial 
campaign committees, urging them all to- 
perfect and make permanent their provin- 
cial and loeaU organizations, Bid its to uultq 
the prohibitionists in wise and earnest worK- 
ft; "lowing up the advantage that has been 
gained? until a law of total prohibition Is 
thorOUgbJy enforced In every part of Can- 
ada. . . 1 

That tho chairman iTJid. secretary of this 
executive committee be Instructed to make 
arrangements for a deputation represent- 
ing the prohibitionists of the Dominion- 
to wait upon the government as soon as 
practicable after full returns nre received,, 
to call atteinlou to the majority recorded' 
In favor of prohibition, aud ask for the 
speedy embodiment of the will of the peo- 
ple in definite and effective legislation. 

That this executive committee desires- 
to place on record Its high appreciation- 
of the loyally, earnestness .and ability of 
the workers In the different provinces who 
so harmoniously and effectively united :to> 
secure tho expression of public opinion In 
favor of prohibition Hint has boon so gen- 
erally and unmistakably made. 

Reports were given from many cltICSi.at 
Improper practices carried on by the other 
side. Thin wuh cspeplally the ense, the- 
members said, In Montreal, Toronto, Lon- 
don and Ottawa. 

Subsequently a meeting of the executive 
of the Ontario branch of the alliance was 
held at which resolutions were adopted 
Instructing the secretary to write imincdl- 
ntelv to the campaign committee of every 
county In the province of Ontario, urging 
the perfecting of organization, the election 
of permanent officers, and the laying of 
such plans as will place the prohibition 
electors of this province in 11 strong posi- 
tion to follow up the advantage which 
they won in the plebiscite recorded oro 
September 20. An appeal will bo mode 
to all organizations to contribute to the 
gentra) campaign fund. 

NO COERCION BY QUEBEC, 
St. John, N.B., Oct. 4.-AI a meeting of 
the ."Evangelical Alliance yesterday the- 
ministers took strong ground In^VOT.^ 
prohibition. Rev, Job Shenton, Methodist, 
said that If the province of Quebec waff 
eolng to coerce the Dominion on the ques- 
tion of prohibition, as on the Manitoba 
school question, nnd the government al- 
lowed this coercion, then the bends of that 
government should bo cut off. 

ANOTHF.R DEMAND. 
Halifax, N.S., Oct. 4. — The following

The Suggestion Tkut Canada Shuuld 
Have One in Compensation for 
Sealing Rights.

The American commissioners are lie 
ici<le<lly put out by the news from tbc 
I"aeifie Coast that a vigorous agitation 
Ihts been begun iu fyeattle, San Frnncisc» 
.ami other Coust cities ngninst any trans- 
fer to Canada of the disputed Const 
*trj,p nt the head of (3ic Lyrnid.-nnal, now 
held by the United States. The state- 
ment sent out from Quebec txst week 
was to the effect tlmt an arrangement 
would probably be arrived at by which 
as port compensation for the surrender 
by Canada of the right to catch neals in 
the Behring sea, a strip of territory of 
HiiiUcieiit extent to give access to the 
Yukon territory should be evacuated by 
the United States at the head of the 
Lynn canal. It mast be n?iiiembeM?:l 
that .although the ports at the head of 
the qnutd : are occupied by tho United 
Stages', and tlmt the boundary is fifteen 
miles :baek frciiji Skagw-ny or Dyea, at 
the summit of (th»> Chilkoot nnd White 
pusses, still itho territory is not the un- 
disputed property of* fJie United States, 
Canada having long contended that the 
true boundary, aeeording to the terms of 
the treaty of St. Petersburg, crosses the 
Lynn canal, near its mouth. All that 
would bo necessary, therefore, to give 
effect to the suggested compromise would 
be in the process of delimitating th8 
Alaska boundary to bring the boundary 
line down a few miles to the bead of tho 
Lynn canal, so that it should include one 
or both of the ports and pnsSO* in 
British territory. In view of the fact 
that these ports and passes are on view 
only as gateways to the Canadian gold 
lields, and would never have been heard 
of but for the Klondike rush, one would 
imagine that there would be very little 
objection to such an arrangement of the 
boundary. Seattle, however, seems to 
think the readjustment of the boundary 
is nn attempt to shut Imr out of the 
Yukon trade, and all sorts ot wild stori^ 
are coming East ns to the number of 
people nnd things she will smash if any 
change is made. One of the most ridi- 
culous of the Stories is that n huge tract 
of Alaskan territory is to be ceded 
Canada— some ten thousand squnre miles 
in all — in return for the admission of the 
New England fishermen to our . bait 
grounds. One can imagine how the West- 
erners are being stirred up by this story 
that they are to be sold out for the 
benefit of the Yankee fishermen. So far 
as access to the Yukon is concerned, 
Canada could get control of the ports 
and passes by the transfer of loss than 
50 squnre miles of land, now held by 
the United States, or n strip a little over 
two miles long following the line of the 
White pnss, through which a railway is 
nd« r being constructed into the Yukon 
territory".

Dawson City and all points below and 
above on tie Yukon ricer are. at present 
—for the fixntitimo in many months, cut 
off absolutely from all communication 
with the busy, world that the miners 
know as "the outside." 

The season of .navigation is .at an end 
and all steamers on the river are snugly 
stowed away for .their winter rest; the 
ice has already commenced to .form on 
the more placid sections of the water- 
ways; but the snow holds off iu anything 
but hurrying dashes, and until it comes 
iu earnest there is no getting to Dawson. 

Just how long the absence of regular 
nnd well ordered communication will 
continue depends entirely on Our Lady 
of the Snows, for every arrangement 
has now been perfected for the winter 
service, and the Klondike and Lake Ben- 
nett Co., of this city, are only waiting 
for the snow to make their hundreds of 
dog teams serviceable.

As n result of the inquest conducted 
by Dr. Crompton Into the den<h of Sa- 
chet, the West Coast Indian whose body 
was pulled ashore near Bose hsiy last 
Friday, Quashilicum, the man under 
.arrest, will to-day have his preliminary 
hearing on the charge of murder. The 
evidence at the inquest was very strong 
against the prisoner and the story he told 
himself after duly being warned did not 
improve matters for him as it plainly 
conflicted with the facts brought out by 
other witnesses. 

Dr. Holden's evidence as to the post 
mortem examination showed that while 
the catise of death was drowning, Sachet 
had just previous to death had two of 
his ribs broken. 

Mary, the Hcsquiot Indian woman, 
who lirst gave the alarm, said that the 
two men came info the bay in a canoe 
and were lighting. The prisoner tried to 
throw the other Indian out, but in the 
struggle the eniwe tipped over, the water 
being only up to a man's breast there. 
The fighting continued in the water nnd 
Quashilicum had the other man by the 
shirt twisted round his throat and kept 
)t'\n head tinder water. Mary pan then 
and brought her husband and another 
Indian, but when they got back to the 
sfY?ne, Sachet's body was floating face 
in 0n> water and Quashilicum was

To the Editor of Hie Colonist: 

Sir— Let me lay before you a serious evil, 
that 1 may ask you io use your paper and 
influence to counteract. I speak of the mall 
service for this city, and In doing so I can 
from what I hear from returning miners, 
speuk Also for Duwsoulitus. A letter has 
been posted in Victoria weekly from my 
family since my arrival here last Murcli, 
and I have not as, yet received a single one, 
while those given to private Individuals 
have Invariably readied me. I cuuuot uu . 
derstand why this should be so. A person 
landing at Skagway with freight, unless it 
be very cunibersauie, can halve it landed 
two days or two uud one-half days after 
at this place by paying extra freight of 
two cents a pound, and hence I do not see 
why the government could not easily get 
a contract for a weekly mall service at the 
current rate of freight, it being u perma- 
nent Job. Were u contract called for, with 
the large number of freighters on bund 
excellent weekly or semi-weekly service to 
this point could be obtained. The postmas- 
ter here is all right. He Is obliging and 
painstaking, but he gets nothing to handle 
Now to the root of the evil. No post oltlce 
inspector has passed over the line to see 
the actual condition of affairs, and hence 
the whole matter has been let run itself, 
while tlie accumulation of mull goes on In' 
Uie Victoria 1'. u. or some other place, but 
.never gets here. What has been true of 
my jprlvnte letters bus also been true of 
business ones, and, hi fact, for some time, 
I have had all business letters sent out by 
passing private Individuals, and frequently 
send Lbeni out to Skagway by specially 
paid meu, sometimes costing &!5. There Is 
no reason why a weekly mull service should 
not be hud here regularly. The Immense 
amount of 'mall matter all aloug this line 
to Dawson demands immediate action, 
otherwise this winter will see tons lodged 
at Skagway or Victoria. This is a very im- 
portant matter, and I hope you wflj keep 
up the agitation until the government will 
do the right thing. A newspaper here Is a 
curiosity, particularly the Victoria papers. 

I may add the following: Skagway is an 
all your round port. 

From Skagway a rulfrond runs to White 
1'ass, twelve miles, whlle'froiu White Pass 
an easy trail runs both summer and winter, 
with numerous stopping places, a distance 
of twenty-eight miles, or making forty 
miles as a total to Lake Bennett. I my- 
self left here and walked over the pass to 
Hkagwny In twelve hours, so that you can 
readily understand the feasibility of a mall 
service, but not the neglect that lias kept 
us from iiiiws Ot the outside world up to 
date. The condition Of Jl.ffalrs Is disgrace- 
ful to any government. If the excellent 
system the provincial government has in 
maintaining order by constables had been 
adopted by the Domlulflh government In- 
»tead of the hw y expense of the mounted

, Ice, law and order in this God forsaken 
although revenue producing, country would 
have been just as good, while the pletUW' 
of living would buve been lmim>u«<>' ^ 
hanced, for what does a man vulU( 
than the loved ones he he^ , cft heblnd, 
and with what anxiety does uu watcn for 
news from them.

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U. S. SOLDI EltS RIOTING. 

Attempt to Lynch a Frisoner and Fire 
Shots at Restraining Olllcers. 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 12.— When the 
7:0U p.m. Louisville train started for 
town last night a crowd of 300 members 
of the 112th New York regiment, was at 
the depot, to meet it. They were armed 
and were coming to town to try and get 
Albie Kitchen from jail and shoot, him. 
Kitchen is (he provost guard who shot 
and instantly killed Private Henry Xy- 
gren, of Co. B„ 12th New York, last 
night. The operator at the station wired 
to the divisional headquarters in the 
camp and General 'Wiley wired back In- 
structing the train to be held. lie sent 
a battalion to the scene of the trouble 
under dipt. Holbrook, adjutant-general, 
on General Wiley's staff. 

Onpt. Holbrook ordered all peaceful 
soldiers to return to camp, A corporal 
spoke up and said: "All who do tire 
cowards.' Uapt. Holbrook. asked nun 
to what regiment he belonged, and he an- 
swered, "The Big Four." Cnpt. Hol- 
hiwk told him that Was Ho way to talk 
to i\n ofllcer. The soldier made some re- 
ply and Holbrook grabbed him by the 
arm. The' soldier tore away, leaving his 
coat sleeve in the captain's hand, and 
drawing a gun, shot at Holbrook. Tile 
bullet missed the captltltl. Tho corporal 
then climbed under il oitr, Lieut Lang- 
ton followed him and Wits shot at twice. 
The soldier osc.ijkhI, 

Many of the 12th New York regiment 
had to be clubbed Into submission. A 
guard of fifty men Were placed around 
the jail, and the jailer, sheriff and de- 
puties, armed with Which esters, are pro- 
tecting the prisoner. Kitchen is badly 
scared and fears he will yet be lynched. 
Over 300 soldiers nnd Olllcers were ar- 
rested and taken to London park. Tho 
officers say Kitchen will unquestionably 
get the death sentence. When he shot 
Nygren he was under orders not to have 
his gun loaded. 



MAJOR WALSH'S REPORT. 

Chief Official in Y'ukon Denies Point 
Blank the Many Circumstantial 
Charges Made. 

Otawa, Oct. 0.— Major Walsh, the nd 
ministrator of the government of the 
Yukon for the past year, has made hi 
report to the Hon. Clifford Sifton, min- 
ister of the interior. The following is 
an extract from the report referring to 
tho crusade against the Dominion old 
cials in that territory: "I wish to cull 
your attention to the reports which hav 
liecu published in certain newspaper: 
accusing officials of the Yukon dibtrit 
of corruption. These reports are absi 
lately false. I have enquired into th 
matters which have come to my notice 
through the press, and found no foundu 
lion for them. During my stay in Daw 
son City, I several times requested the 
public to send in any charges they had 
against any ollicials in the employ of 
the government of the Y'ukon district, 
and also the request was made from the 
platform at a meeting that if the people 
who were accusing the government or 
the ofllciahs and employees of the gov- 
ernment with corruption, would make 
their charges to mo they would be thor- 
oughly investigated. Not one single 
charge was presented, 

" A word as to the abusive crusade 
made against Dominion ollicials in the 
Yukon. This agitation was, I am in- 
formed, first started by a Mr. Perry, 
at Skagway. It was carried over the 
passes from there by the people going 
into Dawson and there circulated among 
the disappointed new-comers. It was 
then taken up by the const papers, and 
by them sent broadcast over the land. 

" As soon as I heard of it, I toofc 
prompt action to ascertain what, truth 
there was in the reports that were being 
circulated. With that object in view, 
I sent out requests everywhere asking 
the people if they had any charges 
against ollicials to hand theju in to me, 
and they would be thoroughly investi- 
gated. The only responses to this re- 
quest were against some of the police 
for offences of a minor nature, and they 
were carefully inquired into, Not

The En 
lishman wanted things carried on i 
lie had been accustomed to> in South 
Africa; the New Zealanders as they 
were in New Zealand; the German and 
Swede as in their mother lands; the 
British Columbian as in British Colum 
bin, with this exception in the ease of 
the BritHJh Columbian, that ho pre- 
ferred the uOO-foot claims of the Yukon 
to the lt)f)-Toot claims in British Colum- 
bia, and tho men from the United States 
wanted the mining laws and regulations 
in force in that country. When regu- 
lations could not be made to suit all 
these various elements of population, th 
officials and the law had to be abused 
and hence the crusade that was started 
against both."
